afterwards. Although forced feeding 
is not recommended a* ageneral prac- 
tice, it doe* not pay to skimp on feed 
while the cow \» dry. With pastures 
beginning to die and cold weather 
coming it will pay the dairyman to 
provld* plenty of roughage as the 
cow can use a large quantity of this 
type of feed. 


ROUGHAGES DESIRABLE. 


Wherever possible, succulent rough- 


uses, such a* silage, beet* and other 
root crops, are desirable In- connec- 
tion with the ration for milk cows. 
Not only do the succulent'feeds have 
a pAlatabl* flavor, but they provide 
the cow with considerable water. It 
has been found that a cow requires 
from three to five pounds of water 
for every pound of milk produced. 


REGULAR FEEDING. 


Cow* not only require plenty of 


feed but they should be fed regular- 
ly for best, results. 
In feeding, it 


has b«*n found a good prrfotlc* to put
